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Ships Crash, Burn In N.Y. Harbor: 20 Die, 12 Are Missing 


NEW YORK (AP) - The sun 
filtered through the clouds onto 
tlie busy ship traffic in the Kill 
Van Kull Channel in New York 
Harbor. Then in an instant of 
«creeching metal 
and 
searing 
flames, the channel became a 
tea of fire and death. 


The Coast Guard counted al 
least 20 dead today in the colli- 
tion of two tankers, one empty. 


ihc other laden with volatik 
naphtha. Of the 101 crewinen cn 
the tankers and t^vo escorting 
tugs caught in the flames, the 
Coast Guard listed 12 as miss- 
ing, with 69 survivors, 40 of 
them hosritalized. 


Witnesses said one cf the tugs 
exploded, igniting naphtha leak- 
ing from the British tanker Alva 
Cai>e after its collision Thurs-

life belt and gave it to some- 
body' else. Then he kept swim- 
ming Ax>m (Mie man to another 
and helped them to the buoy." 


Colon said his ship struck tlie 
Alva Cape and "cut through 
them like a knife. 


"Then naphtlia started to pom- 
out of the Cape," Colon said. 


"Notliing seiious would have 
happened but one of our tugs 
was sti-aining so hard to avoid 
the accident that it blew up.

Lightning Fire 
Rages Wild In 
Arizona Forest

Fires raged out of conti-ol in the 
Tonto and Coronado national 
forests late Thursday with new 
ones being reported at the rate 
of nearly one an hour. 


Eleven new lightning-caused 
fires were reported in southern 
Arizona as the parched brush 
c.nd forest ranges offered prime 
fuel to the spreading blazes. 


The largest blazes, however. 
w»re in the Tonto Forest, where 
up to 5,000 acres were razed. 


A U.S. Forest Service spokes- 
man said that 550 men. includ- 
ing Indian fire fighters, were 
battling the fires in the Super- 
stition Mountain area. 


L. B. Christianson, a Forest 
Service official, said three fires 
in the Catalina Mountains near 
Tucson were "potentially hazar- 
dous." 


The U.S. Weather Bureau has 
forecast thunderstorms and gus- 
ty winds for most of the fire ar- 
eas. 


In California, the forecast of 
moist marine air buoyed fire 
fighters hopes of containing the 
90.000-acre brush fire in Los 
Padres National Forest by Sat- 
urday night.

MOSCOW (AP> — The Soviet 
Union disclosed today the text 
of its proposed treaty to guar- 
antee a peaceful exploration of 
the moon and outer space. 


On several points the Soviet 
draft agreed with a proposed 
treaty which the United States 
submitted to the United Nations 
Thursday. 


A major difference concerned 
sharing of the findings of space 
research. 


The U.S. diaft contained a 
specific proposal that a country 
conducting activities on a ce- 
lestial body shall report them 
to the U.N. 
secretary-general 
and give the findings to the pub- 
lic in the international scientif- 
ic community. 


The Soviet draft had no such 
provision. 


Both 
the Soviet 
and 
U.S. 
drafts are proposed for consid- 
eration at the next session of 
the U.N. General Assembly. 


The two drafts agreed 
on 
these major points: 


The moon and celestial bod- 
ies are open for exploration and 
use by all coi^ntries 


They are not subject to na- 
tional appropriation. 


Such bodies should be used 
for peaceful purposes only. 


Nuclear and other weapons of 
mass destruction and other mil- 
itai-y fortifications should not be 
established on or near celestial 
bodies. 


A country retains o^^'neTship 
of stations or vehicles it puts on 
a celestial body.

Viet War Loss 
Reaches 3,804 


NEW YORK (AP) — In near- 
ly S^/2 years of war in Viet Nam, 
the United States has lost 3.804 
men to enemy action. 3.454 of 
them since June 1, 19^^5, a study 
of casualty figures showed to- 
day. The South Vietnamese re- 
ported nearly 11.000 battle dead 
in the period since June 1965. 


The sharp increase in the 
number 
of 
Americans 
killed 
over the past year demonstrates 
the heavy buildup of U.S. forces 
in Viet Nam. 


The heaviest weekly toll of 
U.S. servicemen killed in action 
was 224 in the week ending Nov. 
22. 1965. reflecting the bitterness 
of the fighting at la Drang Val- 
ley, in the central highlands. 


In three weeks this year, in 
the April and May period in 
which the Saigon government 
turned its attention to the quell- 
ing of an internal effort to over- 
throw it, the number of Ameri- 
can battle dead exceeded the 
South Vietnamese. 


In the |)eriod June 1, 1965 to 
May 31. 1966. the United States 
reix>rted 3.203 battle dead, with 
251 added in the first two weeks 
of this month. U.S. wounded 
reported from June 1. 1965 to 
May 31, 1966 totalled 17,979.

And wc must continue to fight 
until men are convinced that it 
is better to talk than fight." he 
said. 


The President said U.S. policy 
is designed to serve notice to

"gangsterism 
and aggression and force are 
not to be rewarded." 


"We have what other people 
want. If they develop the power 
and the strength to take it, don't 
you think they won't try," he 
said.

Ancient 'Art' Publicized

Th« multimillion - d o l l a r 
Stxttitt of Mackinac Bridge is

By itself, he believes, it is a 
poi irayal of the birth of a man.

A black­ 
top road goes 
within a few 
miles of Burnt Bluff, and the 
rest is good gravel road. 


Archeologists from time to 
time converge on ihe area to 
probe for still more prehistoric 
Indian secrets. In the summer 
of 1965 a group led by an ar- 
cheologist from Chicago’s Na­ 
tural History Museum explored 
the water under the cliffe in a 
search for Indian caves. 


Fading Away 


While Michigan has two pre­ 
historic monuments, the Burnt 
Bluff Indian paintings are the 
only ones of their kind. The 
other prehistoric monuments is 
a seri<» of rock carvings on a 
flat sandstone outcrop about 40 
feet long near a Kent County 
(Grand Rapids) stream. 


Both seem destined to re­ 
main in their 
present 
sur­ 
roundings, however, archeol­ 
ogists point out that even if 
arrangements could be made, 
they could not be removed to 
the relative safety of a museum 
without violating 
the natural 
setting, an important part. 


The paintings have survived 
quite well but continue to fade

In doubt. The head of the hu­ 
man figure in the painting, for 
example, visible in 1925, has 
faded away.

Little is known about the 
origin of the Burnt Bluff In­ 
dian paintings, located in two 
places fairly high on limestone 
¡cliffs overlooking the water. 


Water Was Higher 
Since the 
prehistoric artist 
did not date his work, arche­ 
ologists and geologists can only 
estimate the age of the paint­ 
ings. They have good clues, 
however, and believe they are 
close. They point out that 3,000 
years ago the cliffs here were 
under water, but after the re­ 
treat of the last glacier the 
land started to lift gradually. 
About 1,500 years ago the wa­ 
ter was on a level which would 
have enabled the artist to work 
on the drawing from a canoe. 
Viith 
painstaking 
effort, 
he 
etched the design into the rock 
with unknown but once bril­ 
liant dyes. 


Although known to the m- 
hal)itants of the area for years, 
it was Dr. Alexander G. Ruth- 
ven, president emeritus of the 
University 
of Michigan, who 
first directed attention of an­ 
thropologists to the paintings, 
according to C-reenman. 


Dr. Ruthven visited the site 
in the sum Tier of 1925, found 
the paintings and made a quick 
drawing in order to get away 
before a threatening storm. HLs 
drawing and report were pub­ 
lished subsequently by the uni­ 
versity. 


Dr. Ruthven and others who 
followed him to view the point­ 
ings did it the hard but only 
feasible way — by boat. The 
alternative was a tortuous walk 
for miles alon« a rock-strewn 
beach. 


Breathtoklnff View 


But in 1960, Henry and Ruth 
Lang, who have 
owned the 
property for about 25 years, 
made it easier to see the paint- 
iiigs. They installed a stairway 
to the beach. The charge to use 
it and view the paintings is 75 
cents for adults and 25 cents 
for children under 12. 


A little spirit of adventure is 
still a good asset for a visitor. 
Going down the 207 steps is 
easy. On the beach it is a quar­ 
ter of a mile in either direction 
to see the paintings in two sep­ 
arate places, and it’s still over 
loi>se limestone rocks of vari­ 
ous shapes and sizes. Sturdy, 
comfortable shoes are recom­ 
mended. 


Besides the paintings, there 
arc magnificent views of the 
big tow'ering cliffs, wind-twis- 
tcd cedars and blue-green wa­ 
ter of the bay that drops off to 
depths up to 80 feet off the 
cliffs. Burnt Bluff is a continu­ 
ation of the same rock strata as 
Niagara Falls. The rock is al­ 
most all fossil, and some nice 
specimens can be found along 
the beacli. 


The ascent is another matter, 
and we 
found 
it far 
more 
breathtaking than the scenery. 
But 10 landing on the way up 
help. Some have benches, and 
we plopped on almost every 
one. 
Thoughtfully, 
the Langs 
have 
installed 
a 
soft-drink 
stand at the top. And a quiet, 
well-kept picnic area is free.

The bill is not an appropriations bill, but it would 
-commit the state to support a new college of osteojwthic 
-medicine and surgery which the Michigan Association 
"of Osteopathic Physicians and Surgeons proposes to 
build at Pontiac. 
The osteopaths say in essence: Michigan needs 
more doctors. We’re going to train more. We’re goinjr 
to put millions of our own money into this school and 
get millions from the federal government. We want 
millions from the state for operation and maintenance 
of the college each year. 


This seems to make good sense to the Michigan 
Legislature despite Michigan State Medical Society op­ 
position.

A key figure in the contest is Rep. Einai* Eiiand- 
sen (D-E«canaba) chairman of the House Ways and 
Means 
Committee, which released the Osteopathic 
Authority bill to the floor. Erlandsen was committed 
to the osteopaths before the allopaths (doctors of medi­ 
cine) got around to ask his opposition to the Pontiac 
college project. 


And this seems a rather general situation. The os­ 
teopaths have done a thorough job of lobbying and 
friend-making in the Legislature.

It is, there- 
foi*e, heavily subsidized in the public Interest. Michigan 
needs to train more doctors. It has been proposed many 
times that the number of students at its two medical 
schooli—tfniversity of Michigan and Wayne State Uni­ 
versity—be increased, and that a medical scliool lie 
created at Michigan State University, whicli already 
has a start on one in its developing Institute of Human 
Medicine.

Alcc^ol, a relaxant, 
would not be harmful if taken 
in moderation. 


Q ~ Is myocardial infarction 
the same as myocarditis?

A — Myocardial infarction is 
a term the pathologist uses to 
describe the damaged segment 
of heart muscle resulting from 
blocking a coronary artery (a 
true heart attack). Myocarditis 
ip an inflammatory disease of 
the heart muscle resulting from 
an infection, such as rheumatic 
fever, diphtheria, typhus, in« 
fluenxa er viral pneumonia.

4) — What are the symptoms 
of arterisclerotic heart disease? 
What can be done for it? 


A — Arterloaclerotic heart 
disease is a misleading term in 
that there may be a great deal 
of hardening of the coronary 
arteries without any obstruc­ 
tion and hence without any 
symptoms. If obsti'uction occurs, 
the victim is seized with so se­ 
vere a pain in the chest that he 
can’t go on. He may become 
nauseated and break out in a 
cold sweat. 


The immediate treatment is 
bed rest in a hospital and in­ 
halation of pure oxygen. Dur­ 
ing convalescence the victim 
should read one of the many 
books about his condition. One 
of the best is “Heart Attack, 
New Hope, New Knowledge, 
New' Lite” by Prinzmetal and 
Winter (Simon and Schuster).

A machine will begin spitting 
out eight huge igkx>s, ranging 
from 30 to 62 feet in diameter, 
made of styrofoam—the same 
teather-Ught plastic that is used 
for Christmas tree ornaments. 


The 
school,

has a 
reputation for iiuiovation, will 
use two of the domes to shelter 
indooi', all-weather playgrounds. 
Six smallei- domes will provide 
classroom space. In the center 
of the 12 acre site, a conven­ 
tional 
building 
will 
house 
service and utility functions. 


The school, founded in 1941. is 
dedicated to educating gifted 
children. 


The domes will be built by 
Dow Chemical Co. The complex

Total construction time for 
the domes is expected to be 
about a week with the total 
cost about $250,000.
